All Interference ‘With the Civil Law 
te be Avoided. 


Mr. Evarts? Instructions toa Florida 
Marshal. 


WASHINGTON, August 26. 
Instructions as tollows have been sent to 
Major General Geo. G. Meade, command- 
ing the Departiment of the Suuth, at Atlan- 
ta, Ga.; Major General Geo. H. Thomas, 
commanding Department of the Cumber- 
land, at Louisville, Ky.; and to Brevet 
Major General R. G. Buchanan, command- 
ing Department of Louisiana, at New Or- 
leans.

HEADQUARTERS OF THE ARMY, 
ADJUTANT GENERAL’S OFFICE. 
Washington, August 25, 1868. 


To Major General George G. Meade, U. 8. 
A, Communding Department of the South, 
Atlanta, Ga.: 

GENERAL: In reply to your request 
for instructions relative to the use ol 
troops under your command in aid of the 
civil authorities. the Secretary of War di- 
rects to be furnished for your information 
and government the inclosed copy of let- 
ters of instructions to Brevet Major Gen- 
eral Buchanan, commanding Department 


United States to Alexander Magruder, 


| Esq., United States Marshal of the North- 


ern District of Florida, dated August 20, 
1868. The letter to Gen. Buchanan indi- 
cates the conditions under which the mili- 


tary force of the Unitod States may be 


employed to suppress insurrection against 
the government of any State, and pre- 
scribes the duties of the department com- 
mander in reference thereto. 

The letter .of the Attorney General sets 
forth the condition under which the mar- 
shals and sheriffs may cemmand assistance 
of troops in their respective districts or 
counties, to execute the lawful precepts 
issued to them by competent authority.— 
The obligations of military individual of- 
fleers, and soldiers in common, with all 
citizens. to obey the summons of a marshal 
or sheriff, must be held subordinate to 
their paramount duty as members of a per- 
manent military body. Since the troops 
can act only in the r proper organized ¢ca- 
pacity under their own officers, and in 
obedience to the immediate orders of those 
officers. the officers commanding troops 
summoned to the aid of a marshal or sher- 
iff must also judge for himself and upon 
his own official responsibility, whether the 
service required is lawful and necessary, 
and compatible with the proper discharge 
of his o:dinary military duties. and muat 
limit his action absolutely to proper aid in 
the execution of the lawful precept exhib- 
ited to him by the marshal or sheriff. 

If time will permit every demand froma 
civil officer tor military aid, whether for 
the execution of a civil process or to sup- 
press insurrection, should be forwarded to 
the President with all the materia} facts ot 
the case for his orders; aud in all cdses com- 
manders whose orders Can be given in time 
tu meet the emergency will alone assume 
the responsibility of action by a timely dis- 
position of troops, where there is reason to 
apprebend a necessity fur their use. Then 
by passive interposition between hostile 
parties danger of collision ay be avoided. 

Department commanders, and, in cases 
of necessity. their subordinates, are ex pect- 
ed in this regard to exercise. on their own 
responsibility, a wise discretion to the end 
that peace may be preserved.

The Object of his Conference with 
General Lee. 


From the Lynchburg Virginian, Aug. 20.) 

We learn from persons who traveled on 
the train with Gen. Rosecrans on his way 
to the White Su.phur Springs, Tuesday, 
that the object of his visit is to consult 
with Gen. Lee and other Confederate lea- 
ders in regard to the promulgation of their 
views as to the finality of the abolition of 
slavery.

The power and strength of this grand ar- 
ray of the “bone and sinew” of our recent 
armies, can readily be imagined. They 
present an undivided front, and it is esti- 
mated that at least forty thousand (40.000) 
have already enrolled themselves for serv- 
ice in the cause of Seymour, Blair and the 
Constitution in Ohio.
